If outside the Whittle do not bring the Light 
to the North of N,N. W. 4 W. or to the West 
ward of N. W. by W. 3 W., on account of Seal 
Island, and the Rocke which lay off 14 miles to 
the Southward; turn up by short tacks until you 
are certain of being within 5 miles of the Light, 
which will insure your being Northward of the 
Whittle, and may bring the Light in standing to 
the Westward to bear North. With a leading 
Wind bring the Light to bear N. by W., you. will 
be well inside the Whittle, and may run up 
keeping it on that bearing until within } of a mile 
of the Light, when you must open it on your Lar- 
board side, and round it not less than $a mile 
distant; when the Light bears S. S. W., steer in 
West for the Anchorage, atti come to in 14, 
12, or 10 fathoms according to#he weather. If 
a fine night, you may-choose a Berth among the 
Shipping ; if otherwise, anchor in an outside berth 
for the night. 





Ships rounding Hanglip must bear in mind that 
the Whittle lics nearly in a direct line between 
that Cape and the Light Vessel, from which it 
bears S. S. 1.5 therefore, if coming np with a 
fair Wind outside the Whittle, bring it to bear 
N,N. W. 3 W., or N. W. and by N., and ran for it. 

These remarks are principally intended for 
Seamen not acquainted with Simon's Bay; of 
course, those who know the passage between Ko- 
man Rocks, and Noah’s Ark, need not pass to the 
North of the former, but 1 would call their atten- 
tion to the Pheonix Rock, and recommend their 
running for the Anghorage at all times by a bear- 
ing of the Light. 





As I am aware of the great difficulty in judging 
of distances at night, and this Light Vessel being 
moored on the North side of the Rocks to protect 
her from the S. E. Gales,—I do recommend it as 
a fixed rule, that all Ships should at night pass 
to the Eastward, and haul round the North side 
of the Light Vessel. 





If you pass to the Sonthward bear in mind the 
paseage between Noah's Ark and the Roman 
Rocks is barely $ of a mile; and as the Light 
is to the Northward of these Rocks two cables’ 
length, do not come within full $a mile of the 
Light; but I do not recommend this passage to 
strangers.

REMARKS FOR SHIPS BO 
SIMON'S BAY. 


The Light Vessel is moored on the North side 
of the Roman Rocks, and distant therefrom one 
cable's length. dt isa Bright Revolving Light, 
37 feet above the level of the Sea, and may be 
seen in clear weather at a distance of 10 miles 
from a ship's deck. 

From this Light the Compass beatings are— 

Whittle S.S.E, distance 7 on which 

there is only 12 feet water, 

Miller's Point, 8. $ W., distance 4 miles.

the Westward of N, by W. 3 W. or to the Eastward 
of North, until yeu are certain of being within 
5 miles of the Light, when you must be Northward 
of the Whittle, and may bring the Light, in stand- 
ing to the Northward, to bear N. W. by W., work- 
ing up towards her by’short tacks, and paasing to 
the North, leaving her on your Larboard hand, 
distant } of a mile. 


Tf outside the Whittle do not bring the Light 
to the North of N,N. W.4 W. or to the West- 
ward of N. W. by W. $ W., on account of Seal 
Island, and the ltooks which lay off 14 miles to 
the Southward; turn up by short tacke until you 
are certain of being within 5 miles of the Light, 
which will insitre your being Nosthward of the 
Whittle, and may bring the Light in standing to 
the Westward to bear North. With a leading 
Wind bring the Light to bear N. by W., you will 
be well inside the Whittle, and may run up 
keeping it on that bearing until within 3 of a mile 
of the Light, when you must open it on your Lar- 
board side, and round it not less than 4a mile 
distant; when the Light bears S. S. W., steer in 
West for the Anchorage, ,and come to in 14, 
12, or 10 fathoms according to the weather. If 
a’fine night, you may choose a berth among the 
Shipping ; if otherwise, anchor in an outside berth 
for the night. 


Ships rounding Hanglip must bear in mind that 
the Whittle lies nearly in a direct line betwee 
that Cape and the Light Vessel, from which it 
bears 8S. Ev; therefore, if coming up with a 
fair Wind outside the Whittle, br it to bear 
N,N. W. 2 W,, or N.W. and by N., and ran for it. 

‘These remarks are principally intended for 
Seamen not aequainted™ with Simon's Bay: of 
course, these who know the passage between No- 
man Rocks, and Noah's Ark, need not pass to the 
North of the former, but I would call their atten- 
tion to the Phoenix Rock, and recommend their 
running for the Anchorage at all times by a bear- 
ing of the Light. 











As Lam aware of the great difficulty in judging 
of distances at night, and this Light Vessel being 
moored on the North side of the Rocks to protect 
her from the $. E. Gales,—I do recommend it as 
a fixed rule, that all Ships should at night pass 
to the Eastward, and haul round the North side 
of the Light Vessel. 





If you pass to the Southward bear in mind the 
aseage between Noah's Ark and the Roman 
Rocks is barely 2 of a mile; and as the Light 
is to the Northward of these Rocks two cables’ 
length, do not come within full $ a thile of the 
Light; but I do not recommend this passage to 
stiangers.

An Act for amending the law of offences reluting 
to the Coin within the Territories sulject tu the 
Presidency af Bambay. 

I. It ishereby enacted, that Sections LX XIII. 
LXXIV. and LX XV. of the Statute 9 Geo. IV, 
C. 74 shall, from and after the passing of this Act, 
cease to hava effect within the ‘Territories subject 
to the Presidency of Bombay.

4." Steam Postage on Letters for Fureign and Continental Europe, or any place to which Great 
Britain does not necessarily form a channel of communication, forwarded via “ Marseilles,” as well 
as letters for’ Egypt, Syria, ‘Turkey, Greece, and the Mediterranean Islands, subject to Red Sea 
(Steam) Postage, must, as heretofore, be pre-paid in this country.
